Synod is dependent upon more of the spirit of Christ working through 
both the pastors and congregations. Where the pastors are aggressive 
and the congregations hold back, progress is hindered. Some congrega- 
tions are trying to hold the interest and the offering support on the same 
level as twenty-five or more years ago. Where such Churches succeed 
in doing that, they contribute first to delinquency in Synodical: responsi- 

bility and finally to the slow death of the congregation. 


Generally the congregations have made progress in make of the 
affairs of the Church. The services continue to be more dignified and 
impressive, and methods of religious education are being ¢onstantly 
improved. The weakness of congregations continues as a result of 
there being too few members trained for responsible * of leader- 
ship in the Church and Community. 


II. The State of the Church as Pastors. If the bond of fellowship 
among the pastors; of Synod can be improved and strengthened, the 
entire Cause of the Church can be advanced with more efficiency and 


enthusiasm. In many cases where progress is slow in a congregation /. 


and Synodical objectives are only half-way achieved, the pastor feels 
that he is playing a lone gam against difficult odds. He may feel that 
his Church Council is not pulling with him in advancing the Cause of 
the Congregation and Synod. Instead of looking to his bréthren in 
Synod for assistance, he allows the lack of progress in the I cance 
to hold him back. ee 


It is true that many pastors think of themselves as l e men. 
In many situations they probably have a right to that opigiion. The 
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distinction, however, esse or efficient. 


The President of Synod is called to an office which includes * 
honor of being called to be a pastor to pastors. However, Presidents of 
Synods who are at the same time pastors of congregations, have prob- 
lems to solve both in their Church and Synod and the function of being 
a pastor to pastors does not work as it should.

Lutheran Youth Camp 


At its meeting on September 23, 1946, the committee received recom- |

Lutheran World Action is with us as an impelling obligation and an 
opportunity for Christian service that is even more imposing now than 
at any previous time. The $10,000,000 program for 1946-1947 is more 
imperative now than a year ago, partly because of the long way that we 
have to go to measure up even to the minimum requirements. This Synod 
has been very slow in getting under way and in producing results. By 
January 15, 1947, the close of the 1946 fiscal year, we had contributed 
only 31 per cent of the $46,441 which is our proportionate share of the 
$10,000,000 minimum goal. Although the $16,701.90 reported received 
by that time is a sizeable sum, when compared with the resources of our 
people it gives us no room for boasting. While we were raising 31 per 
cent of our portion, several other Synods were raising more than 100 per 


cent of theirs. We lined up third from the bottom among the U. L. C. A. 


Synods in percentage of goals contributed by December 31. 


Three congregations: Zion, Hutchinson; Children’ 3 Memorial, Kan- 
sas City, and United, Cole Camp, contributed 100 per cent or more of 
their minimum goals during 1946, and seven other congregations reached 
50 per cent or more.

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Owing to the large enrollment, housing of the students was a seri- 
ous problem. The people of Fremont cooperated splendidly in opening 
their homes for student roomers and the government granted 10 Quonset 
huts (with 20 apartments for married veteran students) and a small hos- 
pital building which has been converted to a dormitory for 28 single vet- 
eran students. (The hospital building is a small one-story building, 25’ x 
124,’ moved from the Seribner Army Air Base. If the government per- 
mits the schoo] to retain this building, it can easily be remodeled and 
serve as an auxiliary school building.) Beegle Hall, the women’s dormi- 
tory, is overcrowded and houses 115 women students which means there 
are nearly 3 in every room. Two wings are badly needed to care for the

The fine increase in enrollment has given a spurt to our income for 
operating expenses. However, due to the fact that additional faculty 
members had to be appointed to take care of the influx and further that 
the meager salaries of the staff must be substantially increased, and also 
that the depression-neglected improvements and repairs must be made 
and new equipment secured, this increase will not be sufficient. The stu- 
dents pay only half of the cost of operating the school. In support of its 
application to the North Central Association of Colleges and Seminary 
Schools, Midland must show an increased annual income from the sup 
porting synods and the Church Board of Education of approximately 
$15,000. A most urgent appeal is, therefore, being made to the synods” 
to give a substantial increase in their annual support. 


Midland College will henceforth be affiliated with the Deaconess . 
Motherhouse of Baltimore and Philadelphia in the education of young 
women for full-time church service. A student who is interested in earn- 
ing a college degree as well as receiving professional training for deae- 
oness work or for general parish work may take her freshman and soph- 
omore years at Midland. Following this basic college work, she may at- 
tend one of the two deaconess schools for a period of two years to fulfill 
the requirements for a major in Christian education and to qualify for 2 
diploma from the deaconess school. The student may then return to Mid- i 
land to complete the last 30 hours of college work with a view to radu 


ating with the Bachelor of Arts degree. 


A comprehensive Group Insurance program for all full-time (in- 
cluding Seminary) staff members became effective December 31, 1948. 
The plan incorporates group life insurance and also group accident, 
sickness, and hospitalization insurance. A year ago the U. L. C. Pension

It will be a great day when we can say that the Forward Midland 
Campaign is past history and that our pastors and people responded 7 
nobly and loyally that the campaign went over the top. But unfortun- 
ately after almost three years, we still have not yet reached our goal. 
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Due to the fact that the bills for the eonstruction land n of 
Men's Memorial Hall are coming in much faster than the campaign 
monies are being received from the churches, it has become necessary for 
the Board to make a large loan.

The quota accepted by the Kansas Synod is $28,781 50, off which

Our aged population at the end of the year was 70. 


Fifty-three children were served during 1946. Eleven boys * girls
